Last Wednesday two spans of the 
old wooden bridge, crossing the river 
south east of Cluny, went out. The 
Indians spent much time looking zor 
the spans down tie river but failed to 
find them. Latest reports say the 
spans are at the Bassano dam many 
miles from their original site. Since 
the bridge was some thirty years old 
it is doubtful if it will be brought 
back and sect up again. This bridge 
went out twenty years ago but as it 
was scattered along the banks of the 
river.for a mile or so the spans were 
taken apart and hauled up the aver 
and set up again, The Call, March 28, 
1928 has the following to say abou! 
the bridge going out at that time. 
“Last ‘Thursday evening the wooden 
bridge across the Bow River was car- 
tied completely away, leaving only 
the approauies on either sides. The ice 
on the Bow jammed above the bridge 
and when it broke thousands of tons 
of accumulated ice rushed with 
terrific force to the bridge and carried 
it away. The bridge was carried some 
distance down river and divided ‘nto 
three sections. Crowfoot creek bridge 
east of Cluny was caried out the same 
night.” 

Tie small bridge crossing a back 
water a short distance south of the 
steel bridge connecting Gleichen and 
Arrowwood has collapsed. The run- 
ming ice and water has taken out te 
piles supporting one side of the bridge 
allowing it to tumble into the ravine. 

It is stated that so much water came

‘Qrowfoot Creek has been on the 
Tampage and old timers say it has 
broken all records. Some say it rushed 
down jn a wall of water. The creek 
runs under a bridge over whi.is the C. 
P. R. tracks run. But the volume ot 
water was so great it soon backed up 
making a good sized lake. For sevcral 
days the railway company has had 
a large number of men there doing 
what they could to protect the tracks. 
Whole trainloads of tuge rocks have 
been dumped on either side of the 
cement piers to keep the water from 
washing away the embankment, Those 
who saw the rocks dumped say they 
disappeared like pebbles, 

A house on the right side of the 
highway going east over Crowfoot 
creek, has been flooded to the oof 
top. So rapidly did the water rise 
the owner was unable to save any- 
thing including a brand new car.

CANADA’S CUP OF TEA 


Canadians consume about four 
pounds of tea per person every year, 
Standing fourth among the principal 
tea drinking peoples of the world. 
Canada’s per capita average is less 
than half that of Britain but more 
than the United States average con- 
sumption. In pre war years, one dol- 
lars worth of tea per annum went 
into every individual Canadian’s 
tea pot but with the postwar - price 
rise of 85 per cent, the average tea 
bill is now considerably higher. 

India is Canada’s main source of 
tea imports although large quanti- 
ties are purchased from Ceylon. Prior 
tole war the tea gardens of Japan 
provided a fair proportion of this 
country’s imports of green or unicr- 
mented teas while we bought the 
black varieties from India and Ceylon. 

The main types of commercial] tea, 
black, oolong, green and brick, re- 
sult principally from variations in 
the manufacturing process rather 


tea bushes, 
ed in manufacturing black 
partially fermented jn the production 
of oolong:tea, and unfermented in 
manufacturing green tea, Brick tea 
is Prepared and pressed into tablet 
form by China for the Russian mavk- 
ct. The main output *of black tca 
comes from India, Ceylon, the Neth2r- 
lands East Indies and East Africa and 
j the leading consumer, is Great 
Britain. Green tea is produced maialy 
in China and Japan, and is consumad 
principally in the United States, The 
Levant, North Africa, Russia and 
| A¢ghanistan, Oolong tea is man- 
ufactured in China and Formosa, 
| and is consumed mainly in the United 
States, Almost the entire Canadian 
{consumption is of black tea. 

About 80 percent of all tea exports 
originate in India, Ceylon and he 
Netherlands East Indies, and almcst 
55 per cent of the total oes to tbe 
United Kingdom. Tea represents ':n 


important source of income for the 
principal producers, accounting for 
60 percent of the total value of ex- 
ports from Ceylon, and 12 per cent 
from India. j

Exchange Of Ideas 


THE IMPORTANCE OF THE INTERCHANGE of ideas between coun- 
trices has long been recognized as one means of breaking down racial and 
religious prejudices, and laying a foundation for enduring peace, Within 
the British Empire there has, in the past, been considerable encouragement 
given to the exchange of teachers between schools in different parts of the 
Empire, and also to the exchange of pupils, that they might learn at first 
hand the problems of countries other than their own, During the. war, 
schemes of this kind were of necessity curtailed, but interest has again 
been shown, and there has already been a revival of former practices in 
this branch of education, In Britain plans are at present under way to 
establish, as soon as possible, a body officially designated to concern itself 


with educational visits and exchanges. 
* * * * . 


‘ The proposed body will be called the Central Bureau 
Will Arrange for Educational Visits and Exchanges and its chief 
function will be to keep in touch with the activities 
For Exchanges of the many agencies in Britain and other countries 
concerned with these matters and to assist them in any way possible to 
make necessary arrangements for schemes connected with such exchanges. 
In the past many organizations have been dealing with cdueational visits, 
including individual schools and colleges, the Ministry of Education and 
other educational bodies, but there has been no central organization for this 
work. The new bureau will arrange for exchanges not only within the Em- 
pire, but with any interested countries. At present, restrictions on the 
taking of British eurrency out of the country will somewhat curtail activi- 
ties in regard to educational exchanges, but there is still much that can be 
accomplished by such a body, now, and in the future. 
s . * * s

It is to be hoped that, with the leadership and advice of the 
newly formed organization, exchange schemes in educational work will pro- 
gress, and that Canada will be among the countries to benefit from this 
work. In dealing with the complex problems of our times, tolerance and 
an understanding of ways of life other than our own are of the greatest 
importance,

Jap War Brides 


CANBERRA, Australia—No Aus- 
tralian, whether soldier or civilian, 
who marries a Japanese woman will 
be allowed to bring her to Australia, 
the government has ruled, 

The federal minister for immigra- 
tion, A. A. Calwell, said “if an Aus- 
tralian soldier wants to live with the 
Japanese wife, he could do so in 
Japan.” 

He said ‘no obstacles will be plac- 
ed in his way of getting passport fa- 
cilities to leave Australia.” 

“No Australian woman whose son 
or husband is buried in New Guinea 
or some other Pacific battlefield will 
have her feelings outraged by any 
Australian who would flaunt a Jap- 
anese woman before her eyes,” Cal- 
well said.

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Record Boom, 
Says Abbott 


Gross National Production 
Increased From 11 Billion 
In 1945 To Over 13 
Billion Last Year 

NEW YORK.—Canada is enjoying 
a boom of unprecedented proportions 
even if the people do not scem to be 
aware of it, Finance Minister Abbott 
said here, 

Public unawareness of the boom 
was. due largely to “the abnormal 
way in which the usual barometer, 
the stock market, has been acting.” 

“Our gross national production has 
increased from $11,600,000,000 in 1945 | 
to over $13,000,000,000 last year,” he 
said in describing the proportions of 
the boom. “In 1938 it was $5,100,- 
000,000.” 

“Activity of this degree of inten- 
sity naturally exerts a severe strain 
on our economy and on our cost and 
price structure,’ he continued in an 
address prepared for delivery to the 
Academy of Political Science.

000 in 1946 as against $345,000,000 in 
1947; Manitoba, $171,000,000 in 1946 
as compared with $186,000,000 in 
1947; Saskatchewan, $399.000,C00 in 
1946 as compared with $434,000,000 
in 1947, 

In British Columbia farm income 
jumped from $86,000,000 in 1946 to 
$93,000,000 in” 1947. 

In Ontario cash income from sale 
of farm products jumped from $473,- 
000,000 in 1946 to $546,000,000 in 
1947, 

“Although the output of some farm 
products in 1947 was higher, produc- 
tion as a whole was below that of 
1946,” reports the bureau. “The gain 
in cash farm income can be attribu- 
ted to higher prices, an increase in 
payment on’ wheat participation cer- 
tificates and a small reduction in 
farm inventories.

during the last year and are substantially below their wartime peaks. The 
report supplemented a recent survey showing a decline in hog numbers. 

At Dec, 1, the bureau reported, the number of cattle was estimated at 
8,943,500, down 72,000 from the corresponding date in 1946 and off nearly 
2,000.000 from the wartime high of 10,759,000, Reductions occured in Prince 
Edward Island, Nova Scotia, Quebec, Alberta and British Columbia. 


Of the cattle total, 3,666,600 were milk cows, whicl were down 50,000 
| from Dec. 1, 1946. The number of sheep was estimated at 1,586,700 against

Watch how you grasp the crank 
handle.
